•' NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—Over the ob- 
jection of District Attorney 
Jerome, 


•who declared the recital three years be- 
fore the tragedy could have had no ef- 
fect upon the defendant's mental condi- 
tion at the time ho killed Stanford 
White- lira. Evelyn Xesbit Thaw took 
the witness stand at the trial of Harry 
.'K. Thaw, her husband, today and told 
'ngain the story of her alleged experi- 
ences as a girl of IS in New York, of her 
meeting with Stanford White, of iho 
house of the velvet swing and the mir- 
rored room; all she declared as she told 
it to Thaw in Paris in June, 1003, when 
•]io had askfd her to become his wife. 
The storv was told to a filled court 
room. Justice Dowling overruling the 
motion of District Attorney Jerome to 
close the doors to all persons not offi- 
cially connected with the case. Mr. Lit- 
tleton for the defense refused to join in 
the motion, saying he preferred to leave 
'the matter entirely to the discrtion of 
.Ih court. 


Retort Given Jerome. 


District Attorney Jerome declared he 


•Understood Mr. Littleton to join the 
'motion when it was made Inst Friday 
nnd did not quite grasp the change of 
front. 


"I said on Friday," retorted Mr. Little- 


ton "that I would like to spare Mrs. 
Tliftw from the gaze of the idly curi- 
ous, but as to all points of legality and 
propriety, I reiterate what I said then, 
that the matter rests entirely with the 
court." 


Justice Dowling, said he had consult- 


ed all the authorities cited by the Dis- 
trict attorney and could find no war- 
rant under the constitution for exclud- 
ing the public from a capital case. The 
'harm done by publishing the details of 
revolting testimony, he added, was more 
than offset by the safeguards thrown 
around a defendant by granting him a 
"speedy and public hearing." 


i 
Harry Thaw in Tears. 


' Young Mrs. Thaw's voice broke at 
tine time during her recital, and the de- 
fendant also wept; .but the electric ef- 
fect of the testimony, as given last year 
was missing. This wan largely due to 
the course of the district attorney who 
interposed an almost continuous stream 
of objections and was nearly always on 
his feet; standing just between the wit- 
ness and the defendant. The attitude 
of the prosecutor awoke a tone of defi- 
nnce in the witness' voice and this did 
not aid the story: but the jury and 
court room listened intently. 


Attempts at Suicide. 


There was no variance in the recital 


from last year's narration, but it was 
jthorter, at the instance both 
of the 


court and of the district attorney. Mr. 
Littleton resented Mr. Jerome's manner 
several times and once protested against 
the prosecutor attempting to lecture the 
witness. 


Just before the luncheon recess, Mrs. 


Thaw reached the story of Thaw's at- 
tempt to take his life by drinking a bot- 
tle of laudanum at Monte Carlo in IfUM. 
Earlier in that year he had threatened 
to do the same thing in New York and 
had wanted her to join him. She 1m- 
morcd him and diverted his attention. 
When he swallowed the poison at Monte 
Carlo he was alone. 


Young Mrs. Thaw was suffering today 


from a bad cold and coughed frequently 
iwhile testifying. 


Tells of Former Experience. 


In response to questions from Mr. Lit- 


tleton, the witness told again, but more 
briefly than last year, of her experience 
jn the 24th street house where she WHS 
taken to lunch with Stanford White 
And drank champagne and became diz- 
zy. 
She was told again of the velvet 


Bwing and" the mirrored room and the 
big Japanese parasol attached to the 
ceiling. 


"Every time you were swung . up to 


the ceiling your 
feet 
would 
crash 


through the paper of the parasol," said 
the witness, "and a fresh one would be 
put up." 


Defiant Now, Not a Suppliant. 


Evidently 
induced by Mr. Jerome's 


objections and liis manner of interpos- 
ing himself between her and her hus- 
band, Mrs. Thaw's voice had a tone of 
Womanly defiance in. it, that was lack- 


ing at the first trial and that did not 
add to the effectiveness of her recital. 


When 
the 
prosecutor 
occasionally 


took his seat.'Thaw would-gaze intently 
at his wife. 
When Mr. Jerome was on 


his feet, the defendant would crane his 
neck to get n view of the blue clu<l fig- 
ure on the witness stand, with the round 
velvet hat and its crown of violets. Mrs. 
Thaw, as last year, constantly reiterat- 
ed that she was repeating only what she 
had told Thaw in Paris.. 


The witness said her experience in the 


24th street house occurred after her 
mother had been sent, by Stanford White 
to visit friends in Pittsburg, 


Mrs. Thaw said it was the day after 


she had gone with Stanford White to a 
studio in East 2nd street to have some 
photographs taken in costume that she 
received a note from him asking her to 
lunch with a party at the 2-lth street 
house after the theater. She was play- 
ing at the Casino at the time. ' 


"When we got to the. house, there wns 


no one there except Mr, White and my- 
self," continued the witness, "and he 
said 'they have nil turned me down; but 
never mind we'll have our supper and 
then I'll show you all over the house. 
You have never seen it.' " 


Thaw and Wife Weep. 


Mrs. Thaw's voice broke at last when 


she told of all-that happened and she 
went on with some difficulty. 
Thaw 


broke down completely and wept. The 
witness regained her composure»and re- 
sumed her narration. 


The story varied in no detail from the 


narrative of last year. 


Tells of Thaw's Emotion. 


"Mr. Thaw when I told him got very 


excited and walked up and down the. 
room and moaned and sobbed; his eyes 
were wild," said the witness.' 


'"Jle bit his nails and said, 'my God; 


my God.' " 


"How long did that keep up?" asked 


Mr. Littleton. 


'•All night," 
"What did-Sir. Thaw say when yon 


had concluded." 


"He said it was not my fault and 


that he thought just as much of me as 
ever. He said he wanted me to marry 
him and I said it would make him teh 
laughing stock of his friends, for some 
people know of what had happened. He 
wanted to know a lot about' my moth- 
er: and how often she had seen Stan- 
ford White and what he had done for 
her. I told him my mother didn't know 
anything about it."

city to the other. The Kenosha plant is 
not, up-to-date- as the one in this city, 
and it is believed that the local com- 
pany can mako and soli gas Mimcwhat 
cheaper than can the Kenosha company.

I that is charged the consumers in this 


j city. 
Ki'iiosha. has one of the highest 


rates in the .state, while Racine is one of 
the lowest, according to lite figures giv- 
en out by the local committee and In- 
spector Owen.

Crane Which Has Been, in Umvewl Uw 


for Many Years, Has .Been Deficient— 


Now Full Pouches Can be Put Out *t 
Stations as Well as Taken in—Patents 
Taken Out by Racine-Man. 


Effecting a saving to both the great 


railroad lines and to the United States 
postal department, the device patented 
by Charles Ewe, Morton .avenue, for 
loading and unloading mails from fast 
trains was given a thorough testing at 
Lakeside yesterday. The trial was wit- 
nessed by representatives of the North- 
western road to whom was given the. 
iirst opportunity to use the arrangement" 
that promises to revolutionize handling 
of the mails and that will completely 
do away with the device which,has been 
in use for the past many years. In ad- 
dition to the representatives of the road, 
Mr. Ewe, and several hundred Racine 
people, interested in the patent and its 
far reaching effects witnessed the init- 
ial working of the mechanism nnd warm- 
ly congratulated its inventor on its com- 
plete success. 


The trial occurred yeseerday morning 


near Lakeside. Chief Hoyt of the me- 
chanical department of the Northwest^ 
ern road, with a party of other railroad 
men visited the city from Milwaukee, 
coming down in a special mail coach, 
upon which the new device was to bo 
tried. This coach proved to be of a dif- 
ferent sine however than the regulation 
mail cars, so the test was mode on -an 
ordinary bos car and its success was un- 
qualified. 


Former Faults Rectified. 


The crane, which has been in universal 


use for this purpose for yearn has been 
very deficient, its faults being numerous. 
Nearly all of these are rectified in tha 
new invention. In the past, it has only 
been possible to catch a mailbag, which 
had been partially filled, thus causing 
more bags than actually necessary to be 
handled. With the new device the bags 
can 
be completely filled before 
being 


loaded to the train, thus doing away 
with a large number of unnecessary 
bags. In the past too, bags have been 
caught by the train, while there has 
been no other means of unloading mail 
bags from 
moving trains, other than, 


throwing them from the open car door. 
The accidents, and even deaths that havo 
resulted from heavily laden mail bags 
striking pedestrians have numbered into 
thousands, causing frequent loss of life,. 
and giving the railroad companies largo ' 
damages to pay. The 'careless throwing 
oi mail from trains has also damaged 
much destructible mail, causing great . 
loss. The new invention completely dc>ed 
away with this, it being double .acting in 
its scope. The long arm of the invention 
holds a. bag ready to be caught up by tho 
passing train, and at the same time, 
catches a bag of mail from the train, 
holding it perfectly still until removed 
by the representatives of the postal do- 
partment. 


One for Each Station. 


The patent also docs away with tho 


necessity of having two stands for every 
shingle track station. It has been neces- 
sary to have a crane for each side of tha 
track, for removing mail from trains 
going in either direction. The long arm 
of the patent of Mr. Ewe's can be swung 
from side to side, thus necessitating only 
one device for each station. It also does 
away with the long step ladders upon 
which the employes have had to climb to 
place the sacks in position to be caught 
up. On the new .device, the sacks are 
merely placed in position and are caught 
up by the train without further care. 
All of the new features of the device 
have been patented by Mr. Ewe, who has 
worked on them for a number of years. 
A second and more thorough trial of tha 
device will be made next Sunday, al- 
though it has already been declared per- 
fect in its workings.

President of Defunct Chicago National Bank 


Convicted on Fifty-four Counts of 


Misappropriating Its Funds. 


Farmer Jury Brings in Verdict After Being Out Many Hours— 


From Four to Ten Ballots Taken on Each of 150 


Counts—Defendant Takes Finding Calmly 


—Appeal Is Made.' 


CHICAGO*, Jnu. IS.—John R. Walsh, knew nothing of them. Twenty-six of 


profident of the defunct Chicago Nation- 
al bank, was today found guilty of mis- 
appropriating the funds of that institu- 
tion. The jury which had been consider- 
ing thc case since Thursday afternoon, 
reached r.n agreement shortly after 3 
o'clock this morning, 
but thc verdict 


wag not announced until after court re- 
convened at 10 o'clock. 


The penalty under the law for the 


crime of which Walrth was .convicted is 
imprisonment for a period of not less 
than five years, nor more than ten. It 
does not permit of the substitution of 
n fine for thc prison term. 
He was 


found jruilty o» fifty-four counts. 


Thc original indictment contained 132 


counts. Demurrers were sustained as to 
thirty two counts, which left )">0 upon 
•which the jurors were required to pass. 


Showed Little Emotion. 


The verdict wds read by the elerk of 


the court at 10.07. 
Immediately after 


the reading, attorneys for Walsh asked 
ihat the jury be polled. 


VVfllah was present in thc courtroom 


and received the verdict with little show 
of emotion. 
On the contrary one of 


the jurors, Elbert Palmer, of Harvard, 
111., burst into tears as he took his sent 
in the jury box" and was so overcome 
during the proceedings that 
lie 
was 


scarcely able to answer the clerk when 
nsked if the finding represented his view 
BB to the guilt of the defendant. 


Juror's Feeling Aroused. 


'As the clerk read off the names, the 


jurors in turn answered • his question in 
the affirmative. When it came Palmer's 
turn to respondi he arose with his head 
bowed, swayed as though about to fall 
nnd 
muttered something 
behind .his 


hand. Not until the question had been 
repeated a third time, did the juror con- 
trol his feelings sufficiently to reply. 


A formal motion for a new trial was 


made bv Attorney John' S, Miller and 


the notes were described as "memoran- 
dum" notes and they formed one of tho- 
chief features of the trial. They repre- 
sented more than $2,000,000. Methods 
of concealment employed in carrying the 
transactions on the books of the bank 
and alleged misrepresentations made in 
reports to the national bank examiners, 
kept the latter in ignorance of the true 
condition of the bank's finances nnd the 
nature of their securities for several 
y-;ars prior to the closing of the institu- 
tions, 


Claimed He Acted For the Best. 


The defense took the ground that all 


of the Walsh enterprises were built up 
in order to save and protect original 
loans made by Walsh 'in good faith. The 
claim was also made that Walsh did not 
hold the controlling interest in the cor- 
porations which profited by the loans, 
but that the Chicago "National Bank held 
it, Walsh being only a trustee and a 
conservator of the hank's interest. Walsh 


j was on the witness stand for two days. 
| He admitted nearly all of the transac- 
tions charged against him. but clung to 
the defense that all he did was for the 
good of thc bank and concerns he headed 
and that all of the loans proved good 


i and that no one lost anything in conse- 
(jucr.ce of them. 


Gave a Five Year Note. 


In substantiation of the latter claim, 


thc defense offered evidence to show that 
since the closing of the banks', Walsh 
had bought 'back the collateral taken 
from him by the clearing house banks 
amounting to $7,000,000, giving in pay- 
ment a note for thc same n mount pay- 
able in five years. The collateral re- 
leased, Walsh was able to go ahead with 
the building of his railroads. Another 
fact brought out was that the associated 
banks of Chicago took a pro rata share 
(if 
the $7,000,000 loan negotiated by 


Walsh for the redemption of his securi- 
ties and that these banks today hold the 
stocks and bonds which Walsh was pros- 
ecuted for making loans upon. This cir- 


Judgo Anderson set thc hearing of thc j cumstance was made the basis of Walsh's 
wr^uments for January 28. Walsh was 
dllowed to remain at liberty on the 
Same bond, $50,000, which had been giv- 
rn after his indictment by the federal 
grand jury. 


Motion for New Trial. . 


Thc jurors remained in their scats un- 


til adjournment of court. When he bad 
spoken his final words to the jurors, 
Judge Anderson turned to Mr. Miller 
and asked whether he had any motions 
to make. 


"If the court please we desire to enter 


ft motion for a -new trial," he said. 


"You may note your motion now and 


file formal application later, I will hear 
nrgnments on the motion one week from 
next Tuesday.

Throngs at the Morgue. 


The coroner who has been on the scene 


Rinec midnight has been expected to open 
the morgues for the identification of tho 
bodies, but the number of dcud grew so 
large that the undertakers, even with 
the augmented force from other towns.

Fully forty teams remained un- 
called for in the stables yesterday and 
the hostlers said they belonged to peo- 
ple residing within a radius of five or 
six miles of Boyertown who drove to this 
placo on Monday with their families to 
witness the production of the "Scottish 
Reformation." There is no clue to iden- 
tity of the owners of a number of the 
teams. The merry parties of four und 
six that drove into Boyertown in tho 
teams are believed to be among the un- 
identified dea-d in the various morgues.

coast extension of the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul railway were announc- 
ed yesterday by K. A. Miller, general 
passenger agent. 


Train service will be established Janu- 


ary 12 to Marmarth, N. D.. thirty miles 
west of Bowman, N. D., the present end 
of tho line. On the same date local ser- 
vice will be put on between Harlowton 
and Mussi:lshell, Mont, These two towns 
are in the central part of Montana and 
are ninety-two miles apart. 


Will Run to Butte Soon. 


\Vork has advanced so rapidly that 


trains will probably be running between 
St. 1'nii I and Putte some time in May or 
June. By .the middle of February it is 
expected that most, of. the construction 
work, will be finished. Already the grad- 
ing has been practically' completed and 
rails ate being laid at the rite of four 
miles a day.

The 
numerous stars around it suggest that 
the few within its limits must be on this 
side of it.

one, and that most of it is dead or non- 
uminous, being in . some places darker 
than starless parts of the sky.
